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1. Ths extent to which Polish shipyards were equipped with tools and machines in 
1948" has been increased by about 20 percent through purchases made by the 
Polish Purchasing Mission in England, and by approximately 15 percent through - 
other foreign purchases ond increased Polish production. Most of the equip~ ~ 
ment from England has been assigned te the Gdansk shipyards. Sweden hes 
furnished primiridly email precision tools, cne 500-ten steam press, and several 
humived clectrical welding machines, 


2, The Poles plon to preduce steam boilers on the Babcock and Wilson model in 
the 2ielenieuski factory at Krakow, in the former Fitgner and Gamber factory 
at Sognoviec, and in other factories in Silesie. Electric cargo winches are 
being preduced in Poland, but thus far the cutput has been emall. Poland is 
also fabrienting vryxious kinds of ship punms and is able to export some of 
then, 


3, There ere frequent references by the Polish government to the shinpyords along 
the Gira River, porticulariy those located at Wroclaw and Kozie. These statemonts 
are only prepsrganda, since the removal of all their equipmont by the Russians 
left them incapable of making even small repairs on the small boats plying the 
Odea... 


4, The shipyards at Gdensk and Gdynie, which are the largest in Poland, are not 
well eauipped with floating dry docks. The Polish government has ettempted 
soveral times to plece orders for floating dry decks in Denmark and Holland, but 
to dete has had no sueeses, The shipyard at Gdansk is equipped with two floate 
ing dey docks, one of 6,000 tons and one of 1,500 tons, The shipyerd at Gdynia 
is equipped with three floating dry decks with capacities of 6,000 tons, 2,'/00 
tens, 2nd 500 tons, There are, in addition, some "pontoons" for Lifting ships, 
but they can 1ift only up to 500-fno0t ships. 


5, In all the Polish shipyards, including the fishing shipyards (stocznie rybaclia) 
a total of about 10,500 workers are employed. Of these, about 5,500 are employed 
at Gdansk, 2,300 at the two shipyards at Gdynia , and 600 at the ti0 shipyards 
at Szezecin (Stettin). 


6. Polish shipyord production is equal to about SC percent of that of the Svedish 
shipynrds. The causes of this lover produetion are the leck of various modern 
tools; the lack of well-trained specialists; and the factor of "collective 
ee ead of the many cers and engineers, none of whom will take amy 
initiative,
